The plumbing strikers have refused to arbitrate 


their differences with the master plumbers. Ticse 
few men who belong to a union, because the carpent- 
ers have secured a wage that is satisfactory, br^mve 
they are entitled to $1.50 more a day than the^Blr- 
penters. 


So they strike. They tie up vrcrk. They propose 


to force the miaster plumbers to jrrant them $1.50 
more a day than the carpenters receive.. They be- 
lieve they are worth more'. 
Those who know the 


skill required by carpenters say that plumbers are no 
better, from the standpoint of skill, than the car- 
penters. 


These men, most of whom have lived in ,-Madison 


many years—and have had steady work forbears— 
are injuring the building interests of the city. -They 
are stopping progress because they believe they can 
"force" their increase and then cause the master 
plumbers to pass on the bill to the consuming public. 


Is it fair? Is it fair to tie up work in the middle 


of a season? Is it fair to demand that the public 
pay unnecessary charge? 
The master plumbers 


know that when the <ost of construction increases 
beyond a certain point building will stop. Do the 
striking plumbers believe in fair play? If they do, 
why do they refuse to arbitrate the matter, continu- 
ing to stand out demanding that the master plumbers 
come to their terms or nothing? 


Last night's paperi stated that "a few plumbers 


have left for work in Kcnosha and Racine, where it is 
reported they receive the $7 scale." This might be 
believed if it were not known that the agitators in 
this city and labor leaders have actually sent the men 
away, to work for less wages than they received in 
Madison, in order to ^cep the bluff-working." Some 
men have "got the number" of the agitators and re- 
alize that they are .being betrayed. But, these poor 
fellows belong to the union, and if they say a word 
they<ire doomed for a large fine. 


Striking machinists and plumbers ^re riot leaving 


Madison because they want to go. The leaders, keep- 
ing their own interests in mind, tell them they can 
get work elsewhere until "we win out in Madison." 
Many men have been compelled to strike against 
their own best judgment, but they belonged to the 
union and had to do it.

age. It provides for a learning per- 
iod of six months in all industries, 
during the first three 
month of 


which the learners must be paid not 
less thanJSc per hour, and during 
the second .three .months of which 
they must be paid not less than 20c 
per hour. 
All' minors 
under 16 


4 years ,of age must be paid not less 


than 18c per hour, and minors be- 
tween 16 and 17 years of age must

Prices at the market compare a
